LOUISA - A Johnson County 
man charged with murder in the death 
of Johnny K. Maynard of Louisa Oct. 
4 pleaded not guilty in Lawrence Cir- 
cuit Court Friday and is scheduled for 
a pretrial conference in February. 



Joshua Fitzpatrick, 34, of Paints- 
ville, was indicted in both Johnson 
and Lawrence counties in connection 
with the incident. 

Fitzpatrick’s attorney, Eldred 
“Bud” Adams, told the court Friday 
that his client waived formal arraign- 
ment and was entering a not guilty 
plea. 

Adams also asked Judge John 



David Preston to grant him 60 days 
for discovery. 

Preston scheduled the pretrial 
conference for Feb. 14. 

“Isn’t that Valentine’s Day?” 
Adams asked Preston. 

“Yes, but today is Friday 13,” 
Preston said. “It all spins the same.”

Accused 
robber 
nabbed 
by police

GRETHEL — The second of 
two Eloyd County men sought in 
connection with an armed robbery at 
U.S. Bank at Virgie Nov. 13 was 
arrested Monday evening. 

Anthony Gillespie, 25, of Greth- 
el, and Claude Isaac, 35, of Hi Hat, 
are both charged with first-degree 
robbery, theft by unlawful taking 
and as persistent felony offenders. 

Both were indicted by the Pike 
County Grand Jury. Isaac was 
arrested as he sat in his vehicle out- 
side a store in Bypro on Nov. 27, the 
day the indictment was returned, 
and Gillespie remained on the lam. 

Kentucky State Police at Post 9 
in Pikeville, executed an arrest war- 
rant Monday on Gillespie at a resi- 
dence in the Grethel community of 
Eloyd County, and he was arrested 
without incident, according to a 
press release issued by Post 9. 

According to a press release 
issued at the time of the incident, 
Kentucky State Police troopers and 
detectives responded to a complaint 
of an armed robbery at US Bank in 
the Virgie community of Pike Coun- 
ty. They obtained information that 
an unidentified male entered the 
business, brandished a weapon and 
demanded money. 

The press release said he exited 
the business and got on the back of 
a green Honda Eoreman operated by

Plea deals 
reached 
in heroin 
case

LOUISA - A Martin County man 
and his two sons charged with traf- 
ficking heroin from an incident in 
May entered a plea deal Eriday and 
will be formally sentenced on Jan. 
10, 2014, in Lawrence Circuit Court. 

Jesse James Sr., 50, Jesse James 
Jr., 30, and Kelly James, 25, all of 
Pilgrim, were originally charged 
with first- degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance (heroin) and 
drug paraphernalia buy/possess. 
Jesse James Jr. and Jesse James Sr. 
were additionally charged with pos- 
session of a handgun by a convicted 
felon. 

Kelly James entered a guilty plea 
to first-degree possession of a con- 
trolled substance as amended to a 
possession charge and is currently 
released on bond, but if he violates 
the agreement. Circuit Court Judge, 
John David Preston said a pretrial 
conference will be set and he will 
sentence him to serve three years. 

Jesse James Jr. and Jesse James 
Sr. pleaded guilty to their amended 
charges and agreed to in exchange 
serve a sentence of five years for the

Lawrence Grand Jury returns 6 indictments

LOUISA - Six indictments were 
issued by the Lawrence County 
Grand Jury last week, most of 
which were for theft-related offens- 
es. 

Named in the true bills were: 

• Christopher Shannon, 29, and 
Branden West, 27, both of Louisa, 
and Nigel Sparks, 27, of Blaine, 
charged with theft by unlawful tak- 
ing over $500/complicity and theft 
by unlawful taking over $10,000/ 



complicity. 

According to the indictments 
from on or about Oct. 5, Shannon, 
West and Sparks, allegedly acting 
alone or in complicity with each 
other, knowingly and unlawfully 
took a 1986 GMC pickup truck 
with a value exceeding $500 and 
excess of $10,000 worth of gas line 
tubing and foot joints belonging to 
Nelson Porterfield of Erazeyburg, 
Ohio, with a value exceeding 
$10,000. 

• Tiffany R. Beverly, 24, of Elat 
Gap, charged with first-degree pro- 
moting contraband. 



According to the indictment, on 
or before Nov. 8, Beverly, allegedly 
knowingly and unlawfully intro- 
duced, obtained or possessed a 
schedule III controlled substance, 
Buprenorphine, into a detention 
facility or a penitentiary or while 
being confined at a detention facil- 
ity. 

• Wendy Jude, 27, of Louisa, 
charged with first-degree bail jump- 
ing. 

According to the indictment, on 
or before Nov. 22, Jude allegedly, 
after having been released from 
custody by the court upon the con- 



dition that she will subsequently 
appear at a specified time and place 
in connection with felony charge of 
(09-CR-00051), first and second- 
degree possession, failed to appear 
at that time and place as ordered by 
the court. 

• Richard Ray Young II, 27, of 
Switzer, W.Va. charged with theft 
by unlawful taking over $500. 

According to the indictment, on 
or about Nov. 19, Young allegedly 
took possession of a 2000 Chevro-

The indictment issued in 
Lawrence County in Novem- 
ber charges Fitzpatrick with 
murder, first-offense operating 
a motor vehicle under the 
influence of alcohol/drugs, 
first-degree fleeing or evading, 
operating on suspended or 
revoked operator’s license and 
second-degree persistent felo- 
ny offender. 

According to the Lawrence 
County indictment, on or 
before Oct. 4, Fitzpatrick alleg- 
edly wantonly operated a 
motor vehicle under circum- 
stances manifesting extreme 
indifference to the value of 
human life, thereby creating a 
grave risk of death to Maynard 
and was operating a motor 



vehicle while under the influ- 
ence of alcohol or other sub- 
stance that impair a driver’s 
ability to operate that motor 
vehicle while also having his 
license either suspended or 
revoked. He also knowingly 
and unlawfully disregarded 
signals and commands to stop 
given by KSP Trooper Devan 
Cleaver in an attempt to elude 
police. 

Fitzpatrick is also a previ- 
ously convicted felon, accord- 
ing to the indictment. 

In Johnson County, he is 
charged in the indictment for 
prior alleged incidents that 
occurred leading up to the 
Lawrence County crash, 
including, second-degree rob- 
bery, second-degree persistent 
felony offender, fourth-degree 



assault and unauthorized use of 
an automobile. 

According to the Johnson 
County indictment, on or about 
Oct. 4, Fitzpatrick allegedly, 
knowingly and unlawfully, 
while in the course of commit- 
ting the theft of $100 cash from 
Deborah Fitzpatrick, used or 
threatened the immediate use 
of physical force in an attempt 
to accomplish the theft; he is a 
previously convicted felon, 
physically assaulted Deborah 
Fitzpatrick and he was in phys- 
ical control of a 2005 Toyota 
Camry owned by her without 
permission to do so. 

According to a press release 
issued by Kentucky State 
Police at Post 14 in Ashland, 
authorities received a report of 
a vehicle traveling north in a

trafficking offense and 12 
months for the paraphernalia 
buy/possess offense. 

The possession of a hand- 
gun by a convicted felon 
charge was dropped as part of 
the plea agreement. 

The three men were indict- 
ed in Lawrence County in 
July. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about May 28, the 
three men knowingly and 
unlawfully trafficked in two or 
more grams of heroin either 
alone or in complicity with 
each other. 

Jesse James Jr. and Jesse 
James Sr. were also in posses- 
sion of a handgun after having 
been previously convicted of a 
felony and knowingly and 
intelligently possessed items 
intended for drug use, the 
indictment also says. 

A press release issued by 
Louisa Police Chief Greg Fug- 
itt, the city department with 
assistance from the Lawrence 



County Sheriff’s Office and 
Constable Paul Wheeler exe- 
cuted a search warrant and 
conducted a late-night drug 
raid at the Super 8 Motel in 



Lawrence County on May 28, 
which led to the recovery of a 
substantial amount of narcot- 
ics, money and guns.

reckless manner on U.S. 23 
and Cleaver responded. 

Cleaver located the tan 
2001 Toyota Camry, driven by 
Fitzpatrick and observed viola- 
tions, at which time he initiated 
his emergency equipment and 
attempted to conduct a traffic 
stop, the release said. But the 
vehicle accelerated and trav- 
eled at a high rate of speed in 
an attempt to elude Cleaver, 
who continued to pursue the 
vehicle, which turned onto Ky. 
644 and continued at a high 
rate of speed and in a reckless 
manner, according to the 
release. 

Fitzpatrick lost control of 
the vehicle as he passed the 
intersection of Ky. 644 and B 
Street, traveling into the west- 
bound lane on Ky. 644 and into 
the path of a motorcycle oper- 
ated by Maynard, the release 
said. 

Maynard suffered several 
life-threatening injuries as he 
was thrown from the motorcy- 
cle upon impact and was later 
pronounced dead by Assistant 
Lawrence County Coroner 
Raymond Byrd, the release 
said. 

It was later reported that 
Fitzpatrick had been engaged 
in a domestic dispute in Paints- 
ville earlier in the day and had 
fled the scene in a stolen tan

FRANKFORT - Seven 
police officers from the Big 
Sandy region were among 206 
officers from 174 agencies 
across the state honored 
recently by the Kentucky 
Office of Highway Safety 
(KOHS) for their efforts to 
target impaired drivers. 

The 2013 Governor’s 
Impaired Driving Enforce- 
ment Awards ceremony was 
held at the Marriott Louisville 
East. Awards were presented 
to officers with the most 
impaired driving arrests in 
each agency and division. 

Officers in the Big Sandy 
region recognized and the 
number of DUI arrests were:

County Sheriff’s Office, 17. 

• Steven Wilburn, Louisa 
Police Department, 15.

“Impaired driving is not an 
accident - it’s an epidemic of 
careless disregard for human 
life,” KOHS Director Bill Bell 
said. “These officers, their 
departments and agencies ren- 
der a great service for public 
safety by removing drunken 
and drugged drivers from our 
roads. ’’Last year, Kentucky 
recorded more than 5,750 
alcohol-related crashes, 
resulting in 146 deaths and 
more than 3,000 injuries. 

“Public safety improves 
exponentially every time an 
impaired driver is removed 
from the roadway,” Kentucky 
State Police Commissioner 
Rodney Brewer said. “Were it 



not for the actions of these 
men and women, there would 
undoubtedly be more crashes, 
injuries or worse on our road- 
ways.” 

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA), 
one in three Americans will be 
impacted by a drunken driv- 
ing crash in their lifetime. 

John Boel, news anchor 
with WAVE3 News in Louis- 
ville and author of “On The 
News, In The News,” spoke 
about his struggle with alco- 
holism and his two DUI 
arrests. 

“In recovery. I’ve learned 
something from everyone 
who has shared with me,” 
Boel said. “I hope the lessons 
I’ve learned and experienced 
will be of value to these offi- 
cers as they continue their 
important work.” 

To raise awareness of the 
dangers of impaired driving 
and to alert the public of an 



increased enforcement pres- 
ence during the holidays, the 
annual “Drive Sober or Get 
Pulled Over” campaign will 
begin Dec. 13 and run through 
Jan. 1, 2014. This campaign 
is sponsored by NHTSA and 
the KOHS.

Rates drop in FIVCO, 
rise in Big Sandy

FRANKFORT - Unem- 
ployment rates dropped in the 
FIVCO Area Development 
District and rose slightly in 
the Big Sandy district in Octo- 
ber, according to the latest 
state statistics. 

The FIVCO district’s job- 
less rate decreased from 9.3 
percent in September to 8.4 
percent in October, while the 
Big Sandy ADD’s rate 
increased from 11.3 percent to 
11.6 percent. 

Boyd County had FIV- 
CO ’s lowest rate in October at 
7.1 percent, while Lawrence 
and Elliott reported the dis- 
trict’s highest rate at 10.5 per- 
cent each. 

Other FIVCO unemploy- 
ment rates in October were 
7.8 percent in Greenup Coun- 
ty and 10 percent in Carter 
County. 

Johnson County recorded 
the lowest jobless rate in the 



Big Sandy ADD in October at 
9.8 percent, while Magoffin 
County had the highest at 16.1 
percent, which was also the 
third highest in the state. 

Other October rates in the 
Big Sandy district were 11 
percent in Martin County, 
1 1 .5 percent in Floyd County 
and 11.6 percent in Pike 
County. 

The statewide unemploy- 
ment rate rose from 7.9 per- 
cent in September to 8 percent 
in October. 

Woodford County record- 
ed the lowest jobless rate at 
6.1 percent. It was followed 
by Grant County, 6.2 percent; 
Fayette and Scott counties, 6.4 
percent each; Boone, Daviess 
and Oldham counties, 6.5 per- 
cent each; Carlisle County, 6.6 
percent; and Shelby, Spencer 
and Webster counties, 6.7 per- 
cent each. 

Leslie County recorded the 
state’s highest unemployment 
rate — 18 percent. It was fol- 
lowed by Harlan County, 16.4 



percent; Magoffin County, 
16.1 percent; Letcher County, 
14.7 percent; Bell County, 
14.4 percent; Knott County, 
13.6 percent; Jackson County, 
13.3 percent; Clay and Fulton 
counties, 13.1 percent each; 
and McCreary County, 13 per- 
cent. 

Unemployment statistics 
are based on estimates and are 
compiled to measure trends 
rather than actually to count 
people working. Civilian 
labor force statistics include 
non-military workers and 
unemployed Kentuckians who 
are actively seeking work. 
They do not include unem- 
ployed Kentuckians who have 
not looked for employment 
within the past four weeks. 

The statistics are not sea- 
sonally adjusted because of 
the small sample size for each 
county. The data should only 
be compared to the same 
month in previous years. 



Tamper-resistant 
pill bottles urged 



FRANKFORT - Attorney 
General Jack Conway Mon- 
day joined 42 state and territo- 
rial attorneys general in send- 
ing a letter to the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration 
(FDA) urging it to require 
manufacturers of generic pre- 
scription pain relievers to 
develop tamper-resistant ver- 
sions of their products. 

Conway co-sponsored the 
letter with Florida Attorney 
General Pam Bondi, Georgia 
Attorney General Sam Olens, 
Maine Attorney General Janet 
Mills and Missouri Attorney 
General Chris Koster. 

“Prescription drug abuse 
is destroying families across 
the Commonwealth,” Conway 
said. “Requiring abuse-deter- 
rent formulations for generic 
opioids is a common sense 
improvement that provides us 
another important tool to help 
fight this epidemic.” 

In their letter, the biparti- 
san coalition of attorneys gen- 
eral thanked the FDA for its 
recent efforts to require abuse- 
deterrent formulations for 
branded opioid drugs. How- 
ever, they also urged the FDA 
to go even further by ensuring 
that generic opioids, like their 



branded counterparts, have 
abuse-deterrent properties. 

“Accordingly, the under- 
signed State Attorneys Gen- 
eral respectfully request that 
the FDA provide clear and fair 
regulatory standards for the 
incorporation of abuse-deter- 
rent technologies into generic 
opioids,” the National Asso- 
ciation of Attorneys General 
(NAAG) letter reads. 

Conway and Bondi co- 
chair the NAAG Substance 
Abuse Conunittee. 

Attorneys general across 
the country remain in the 
national forefront combating 
prescription abuse by spon- 
soring prescription drug-take 
back efforts, spearheading 
legislative and law enforce- 
ment initiatives in their 
respective jurisdictions, and 
mandating state level pre- 
scription drug monitoring 
programs. 

Conway launched Ken- 
tucky’s first and only state- 
wide Prescription Drug Abuse 
Prevention Task Force in 
August of 2009. The task 
force has been involved in 
more than 430 prescription 
drug diversion investigations, 
including Operation Flamingo

scription drug bust that result- 
ed in the arrest of more than 
500 people.

Floyd clerk's audit 
is released

FRANKFORT - State 
Auditor Adam Edelen released 
the audit of Floyd County 
Clerk Chris Waugh for the 
2012 financial statement of 
his office and found no 



instances involving non-com- 
pliance. 

Recent changes in auditing 
standards require the auditor’s 
letter to reflect whether the 
financial statement presents 
fairly the revenues, expendi- 
tures and excess fees in accor- 
dance with accounting princi- 



ples in the United States. 

The report found that 
Waugh’s financial statement 
didn’t follow the format, but it 
did say the financial statement 
is fairly presented in confor- 
mity with the regulatory basis 
of accounting. 

The auditor noted no 



instances of noncompliance 
nor any matters involving 
internal control over financial 
reporting and its operation 
that are considered to be mate- 
rial weaknesses. 

The county clerk’s office 
is funded through statutory 
fees collected in conjunction 
with his duties and include 
collecting certain taxes, issu- 
ing licenses, maintaining 
county records and providing 
other services.

4 ways to 
boost your 
home Wi-Fi

We all love lounging 
around the house with our 
laptop, ereader or tablet. 
But it’s a lot less fun when 
the Internet begins to slow 
to a crawl. 

Here’s what to do when 
that starts happening to 
you. 

1. Test your Internet 
speed. 

The first step to diag- 
nosing your speed woes: 
Find out just how fast your 
Internet really is. 

If you’re using a laptop, 
first of all, restart it to 
make sure the slowdown 
isn’t coming from too 
many browser windows 
open or songs and movies 
playing. Then hook it up 
directly to your cable or 
DSL modem. That will 
give you a benchmark for 
how fast your Web is com- 
ing at you straight out of 
the pipes. 

Make a note of the 
speed from time to time 
and make sure you’re get- 
ting the level you’re sup- 
posed to be getting from 
your Internet plan. 

Then test the speed 
again on your wireless net- 
work and compare the two 
numbers. 

If they’re pretty much 
the same, you know your 
Wi-Fi is OK and you’re 
Just not getting enough out 
of your Internet provider. 
Either upgrade your Inter- 
net plan to get faster 
speeds, or complain to 
your service provider that 
you aren’t getting the 
speed you’re paying for. 

But if your computer’s 
speed is slower on your 
Wi-Fi, well, Houston, we 
have a problem. 

2. Upgrade or update 
your router 

Everyone remembers 
the iconic image of Steve 
Jobs unveiling the first- 
ever iPad. Eor geeks like 
me, that was less important 
than a different technologi- 
cal milestone that came 
less than a year earlier: the 
Institute of Electrical and 
Electronics Engineers pub- 
lished the 802.1 In wireless 
networking standard. 

That’s a lot of numbers, 
but the “n” is what was 
new. Take a look at your 
modem. If it’s labeled 
802.11b or g, it’s past time 
to get a new one. It’s well 
worth the price: You’ll 

notice a significant boost 
in your speed and range. 

These days, an even 
newer standard called 
802.1 lac is already avail- 
able in many recently 
released devices, but it’s 
still rare and pricey. 

If you already have a 
wireless N router, a firm- 
ware update may still 
increase your network’s 
reliability, speed and secu- 
rity. Each router is a little 
different when it comes to 
updating firmware. You’ll 
need to check your router’s 
manual or the manufactur- 
er’s website for step-by- 
step instructions. 

If you do opt to buy a 
new router, you’ve got to 
check out my free router 
buying guide. 

3 . Take a quick Internet 
survey of your house 

I don’t want to point 
any fingers, but I’d check 
in with the kids and anyone 
else using your home WI- 
Ei to make sure they’re not 
sucking up your bandwidth 
with online video, gaming 
or (horrors) file-sharing. 

That can bring down 
the quality of the service 
for everyone else in the 
house very quickly. 

That didn’t solve the 
problem? I have one more 
suggestion: 

4. Buy a wireless 
extender 

It could be your house 
is too big for your modem, 
or walls are blocking your 
signal.
